Tbe train consists of seven cars and 
is the handsomest ever on the Pan 
Handle. A composite baggage and 
smoking car "Utopia" follows the 
engine. '-Biscay," a Pullman sleeper 
came next. In it were the attendants. 
Three Pullman apartment cars, "In- 
diana," "Ohio." and "Iowa," came 
next, with the dining car-'Wiiiard"as 
the next of the royal train.

this place the worst accident ever 
known in Colorado caused the deaths 
of from 30 to 75 men ai the Liberty 
Bell mine on Smuggler mountain. Al- 
though tie scene of the disaster is 
nearly two miles from this town, in- 
formation is dime-nit to obtain on ac- 
count of tae precipitous character of 
the roads and. the fast amount of 
snow. Nearly all tae buildings of the 
Liberty Bell mine were carried down 
by the slide, all the books which snow 
the number aad names of the men 
employed being lost, so that the death 
list can hardly be known for many 
hoars, possibly not until the rescuers 
have removed the immense quantity 
of snow, rocks and logs from the can- 
yoa where the ricnais lie burled. 


It was 10 o'clock before news of the 


disaster reached Telluride- At once 
a. number of men started for the scene. 
Meantime the surviviEg employes of 
the Liberty Bell began tie work of 
rescuing the victims of the slide. Sev- 
eral were taken out alive and a dozen, 
or more bodies were removed from 
the snow, whicb iay piled 25 feet deep 
in the bottom of the canyon. A little 
after noca a second slide, starting a 
short distance abo»"e the first aad 
practically following its track, swept 
down the movmtala side, burying 
maay of the rescuers. 


It seeins that two slides occurred 


practically in the same place, ice sec- 
ond burying those who were trying to 
rescue the victims of the first.

Town Under Water.

The 
Standard Oil company's six-inch pipe 
at Tanoarend broke, and the stream 
of oil is now emptying into the river 
and flowing tkroash the town. The 
Commercial Ice company t"u> tele- 
graphed here that its enormous dams 
at Barn«sville. Sve miles from here. 
are liable to break, at any minute. 
Should this happen Tamaqua will be 
inundated. Schools have been dis- 
missed. At present the Schaylkiil is 
about eight feet above low water 
mark. while the Wabasa creek, flow- 
ing through the town, is three feet 
higher than its bank- 


Trains Held Up.
